An fee man named Ritterbusch,
while passing General Jamison's room
abont 0:30 o'clock this morning, was
nsked by General Jamison to get him
n bottle of ehloral. Ritterbuseh bought

the drug at Vanderpool's drug store
and was caath - aboni

d Rl

e drug, but Instantly poured the
contonts of the Lottle, 10 grains, into
8 glass of water and swallowed |t
without taking the gluss from his
lips.

Ritterbush ran at once to the dreug
store, and within ten minutes after
Jamison had taken the poison o phy-
slcinn was at his bedside, He begnn
sinking rapldly under the powerfnl
narcotie. Antidotes were given and
after several hours’ treatment the
physician sald he would recover.

Jamison was s lender In Oklahomn
Democratie polities and had just re-
tired ns ndjutant general. He wos a
notable figure for many years in Miy-
sourl polities and was adjutant gen-
eral of that state under Governor Mar-
maduke He distinguished himself by
hin services In the Confedernte army
and was coptain under Walker, the
fitibuster leader in the war in Nicar-
ngun, where he became noted for his
bravery and ability as o leuder.
Jamison was nearly 70 years of age
and despondent over the fact that he
bhad grown old withont amussing
mesns to maintain himself and fumily
as he desired.

This Is supposed to have caused the
attempt upon his life. He has many
wealthy friends, but his intense pride
would not permit him to accept the
assistance which they would gladly
have given ham.

A sealed letter addressed to his wife
was found in Jamison's room.  1e had
written on the envelope that any per-
son who opened it without the per-
mission of the person to whom It was
nddressed would be guilty of an in-
famous wrong: The letter is in the
